MR. HOLMES TALKS TO A “TRIBUNE” MAN. 
A reporter for Tae Trrsune called upon 
man had recovered from the fain spell of 
the afternoon and was in unusually good 
spirits, though rather weak.

CHICAGO’s CONDITION 
LAST NIGHT, 


THAT WAS 


One Could Step from Michigan Boulevard 
Into the Midst of a Venetian Festival— 
Charming Tableaux and Dances Fur- 
mish a Thoroughly Enjoyable Even- 


ing’s Entertainment at the “ Fashing / 


Thursday in Venice” at the Exposition 
Building. 


All tne north end of the Exposition Build- 
ing was resplendent last night with all tke 
colors of the rainbow, tastefully arranged. 
It was filled with the prominent society peo- 
ple of Chicago and its stage held such a dis- 
play of youth, grace, and beauty as is seldom 
seen. Venus would have paled with envy 
and Terpsichore would have blushed for 
shame had either been present.

Here was a Ven- 
etian peasant maid promenading with one 
of the swellest of Chicago dudes, and there 
was a Venetian beggar showing a Chicago 
belie the sights. It was unique—half Ameri- 


The whole east side of the street was de- 
voted to a café, managed by Mrs. A. A. Car- 
penter for the Woman’s Exchauge, and, as 
the Woman’s Exchange is noted for the ex- 
cellent lunches and dinners it supplies its 
patrons, it is almost unnecessary to say that 
the best of everything was to be had in its 
café. And even if the edibles did savor 
of America the arrangement was Vene- 
tian, the decorations were Venetian, 
and the costumes of the  wait- 
resses were Venetian. What more could 
be asked? Although you can step from 
Michigan boulevard right into a Venetian 
street, you cannot expect so quickly to step 
into a restaurant that will supply you with 


Venetian dishes. And if you could you 


would not want them.. If you have pretty 
American giris in pretty Venetian costumes 
to serve you with palatable American edibles 
and are not satisfied you are indeed hard to 
suit. 

But that was not all by any means. On 
the other side were a number of booths. If 
you were not really hungry you could buy 
candy or lemonade, fancy work or flow- 
ers. But buy something vou surely 
would if you ventured up the street. If the 
flashing black eyes of the brunet in one shop 
did not catch you, the soft blue eyes of tne 
blonde in the next would. It was Fashing 
Thursday in Venice, and there were ali man- 
ner of captivating glances and smiles to draw 
tne silver from your pockets. ) 

At the northern end of the street stair- 
ways led to the amphitheatre. It was con- 
structed on exactly the same principle as 
last year, with a similar dancing floor at the 
foot of the rows of seats and a similar stage 
at the northern end of this.

Democratic Efforts te Stain His War Rec- 
ord—The Truth About It. 

KAxsas Ciry, Mo., May 9.—(Special.]—John 
Sullivan, Secretary of the Kansas City Dem- 
ocratic Club, has been in Kansas several 
days, collecting data concerning the war rec- 
ord of Senator John J. Ingalls, and has re- 
turned with data that, he says, are important. 
The facts were taken from the files of news- 
papers printed during the Rebellion and 
from other records. Last evening Mr. Sulli- 
van forwarded copies of the data to Senators 
Voorhees, Blackburn, and Vest. Later on 
they will be compiled and printed in pamphlet 
form and sent to every Democratic member 
in Congress. 

It is improbable that the find of Mr. 
Sullivan will be seriously considered as proof 
that Ingalis was not a radical Republican in 
the dark days. The regular Republican news- 
papers denounced him as atraitor and asa 
caterer for Democratic votes because he was 
leading an odious faction. The documents 
amount to a good joke on the irascible Sen- 
ator and may chafe him into a torrent of 
angry explanation, but their actual weight 
will not be burdensome. 

The report of Mr. Sullivan starts off with 
the statement that the quotations made were 
all taken from Republican papers. It says: 

“During the campaign of 1862 Ingalls ran 
for Lieutenant-Governor on an opposition 
Republican ticket. Sept. 17, 1862, the Repub- 
lican Central Committee of the State issued an 
address to the loyal voters of Kansas, saying: 
‘There can be but two political parties in the 
United States today. One is for union and 
freedom ; the other for disunion and slavery. 
Wagstaff, ingalis, and Parrott are making 
their campaign against Lincoln’s emancipa 
tion proclamation.’ ”’ 

Gen. Byron Sherry, who was an active par- 
ticipant in the stormy political ante-bellum 
days was told of the documents this morn- 
ing, and said to a reporter: “ The politicians 
will greatly mirepresent Mr. Ingalis’ record 
if they strive to make him appear hostile to 
the Republican party before and during the 
war. Mr. Ingalis always was a radical of 
the most pronounced stamp, and in no word 
or act did he work against the Republican 
party. This statement will be borne out by 
the facts. It is true that Ingalis was nomi- 
nated for Lieutenant-Governor with Wag- 
staff in 1862, Wagstaff being a thorough Dem- 
crat; yet this wasa fusion ticket of Dem- 
ocrats and anti-Lane Republicans, gotten up 
for the express purpose of beating Senator 
Lane. Ingalis was not the only man who 
was placed on the ticket who was a radical 
Republican. It was anything to beat that 
bad, bold, designing Lane; and the most en- 
thusiastic supporters of Lincoln and his Ad- 
ministration voted for the ticket. This tick- 
et, however, was beaten, as Lane had all the 
patronage, and a little office wouid buy up al- 
most any man in those stormy days. In 1864 
Ingalls ran for Lieutenant-Governor on 
the anti-Lane Republican ticket with 
S. O. Thacher, the Lane ticket being 
headed by S. J. Crawford, who was elected. 
The Deffiocrats did not nominate any one 
that year, but went in with the anti-Lane 
Republicans to beat Crawford. This action 
of Ingalis does not signify anything, nor does 
it impugn his steadfastness to the Republic- 
an party. There always Was an opposition in 
the Republican party to the notorious Sen- 
ator Jim Lane, which only ceased when he 
committed suicide by shooting. Ingalis was 
always a radical Republican. Of course the 
Lane papers at the time were bitter against 
every Republican who had any connection 
with the fusion candidates, but that was to 
be expected. 

It can also be stated that Ingalls was a 
member of the famous Wyandotte conven- 
tion which did so much to make history, and 
which adopted the Constitution under which 
loyal Kansas came into the Union. Ingalls 
at that time was scarcely 21 years of age, if 
indeed he had attained his majority, but ne 
was one of the leading members of the con- 
vention and strong in his views on the 
slavery question.

DIDNT KNOW HE WAS A DESERTER. 


A Soldier of the War of 1812 Who Went 
Home When the Trouble Was Over. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., May 9.—[Special.]— 
Up in the wilds of Northern Minnesota lives 
a veteran of the War of 1812. He fought 
through it like a true American citizen, and 
though now 97 years old has been abie w take 
care of himself. When 69 years of age so 
great was the vigor of old John Chase, then of 
Utica, N. V., that he gathered his woridly 
possessions and started for the West to grow 
up with the country. For a while he pros- 
pered fairly, but now he finds himself com- 
pelled to ask the Government that he so 
valiantly defended in the days of his youth 
to make some modest provisions for his de- 
clining years. A few months heapplied to 
the Commissioner of Pensions for the annuity 
paid all survivors of the War of 1812. The 
application was referred to the War Depart- 
ment for an examination of the records. 
Shortly after the white-haired veteran was 
astonished to receive notice that no pension 
could be granted to him for the reason that 
he rested under a charge of desertion. In- 
quiry developed the fact that Chase was a 
member of Capt. Seth Langdon’s company of 
the New York State militia, garrisoned dur- 
ing the latter part of 1814 near Niagara Falls. 
The war was practially over early in Octo- 
ber, and the 24th of that month Chase and 
forty-five of his comrades, believing that if 
the trouble was not past it ought to be, shoul- 
dered their muskets and marched off home, 
leaving Capt. Langdon, a Lieutenant, and 
four men in charge of the post. Hostilities 
formally ceased Nov. 1, 1814, six days later, 
but in the meantime Chase and his compan- 
ions in arms had been reported as having 
left the post. They were accordingly re- 
corded as deserters. For seventy-four years 
John Chase has rested unde: this stigma and 
did not know it. He only finds it out when 
he asks for a pension, which the special act 
of Congress to remove the charge today in- 
troduced in the House will speedily bring 
him.

We protest against the methods by which in 
the several States of the Union large bodies of 
voters are practically disfranchised in order to 
— the election of Democratic Presidents, 

ngressmen, and other omoetals. These prac- 
tices pervert and poison the sources of the 
Nation's political life and make a monarchy of a 
republican form of government. Every friend 
of free institutions should sternly oppose the 
party which practices, tolerates, or consents to 
profit by these crimes that outrage the rights 
of the citizens of the whole Republic. The evil 
complained of is an evil of the present time. To 
protest against it and to demand that it be cor- 
rected is not an appeal to sectional pease 
or bygone issues, as is falsely alleged by those 
who profit by it. The Republicans of Wisconsin

ey further condemn, as tend to bring a 
salutary and needed reform into disrepute and 
contempt, the sweeping changes in the subordin- 
ate officials of the Government made by the 
present National Administration to reward and 
encourage partisan services in flagrant disregard 
of the pledges which the President voluntarily 
pave when a candidate for election, and of the 
professions which from time to time he has since 
supmited to the credulity of the public. 

Justice and precedent alike demand, and have 
for years demanded, the admission of Dakota, 
with its population of more than 600,000 intelligen 
industrious, and prosperous people, as a State o 
the Union. Its exclusion on partisan grounds 
solely by the Democratic majority of the House 
of Representatives deserves the condemnation 
of all good citizens, and is an extreme example 
of a narrow, violent, and unpatriotic party spite. 

It is the duty of Congress to pass and of the 
President to approve a wise, just, and compre- 
hensive pension bill, giving relief to disabled 
veteran soldiers and subsistence to the helpless 
widows and orphans of deceased soldiers, with- 
out regard to the time when disability was in- 
curred or the cause of death.

REPUBLICANS NO LONGER LOOK TO 
FAVORIT SONS. 


Judge Gresham's Remarkable Strength 
and the Character of Its Growth—Reid 
and Ourtis Attract Hostility in New 

Tork Platform of the New Jersey Re- 

publicans—New Delegates and Gossip 
About the Old Ones. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., May 9.—[Special.}—The 
Pioneer-Press this morning says editorially: 
The event of the year so far is the steady 
and remarkable rise to political prominence 
of Jndge Waiter Q. Gresham. The friends 
of all who are or who would be candidates 
for the Presidency have done their best. Bu- 
reaus, literary and otherwise, have been at 
work diligently. The personal friends of 
the men who see the White House in 
the distance have neglected no oppor- 
tunity. The favorit son has been abroad 
in the land, and every State possessed 
of a name commanding National respect has 
pushed it to the front. Behind all of these 
booms there has been a real public senti- 
ment, though generally confined to a strictly 
limited circle. In most of them there has 
been conspicuously absent the element of 
National appreciation and approval so essen- 
tial to a successful candidacy. That is what 
the shrewdes: politicians have been looking 
for. They know that there must this year 
be both harmony and enthusiasm in the Re- 
publican ranks. It will not do to nominate a 
man who cannot carry the whole Republican 
vote with him. It will notdoto nominate a 
man who is che idol of his own State,jhowever 
well he may deserve the favor of his fellow- 
citizens, if the Republicans of other States 
are either hostile or indifferent. It will not 
do to choose a candidate who cannot evoke 
the National enthusiasm that made the cam- 
paign of 1880 a success from the beginning. 

It 18i mpossible not to perceive that the 
candidate who, so far,seems to unite best 
the qualifications to which the situation 
points is Judge Gresham. He hag come to 
the front absolutely unassisted by any force 
orany movement except the spontaneous 
wish of the people. He is not an active poli- 
tician. Since he retired from the Cabinet of 
President Arthur he has laid aside politics 
and devoted himself exclusively to the duties 
of the bench. He has no workers at com- 
mand, no office\olders dependend upon his 
favor, no literary bureau at Washington or 
anywhere else. The humbiest citizen is not 
more powerless to start a movement in his 
own behalf for nomination to the Presidency 
than Judge Gresham. He is not in the ordi- 
nary sense of the term a “ favorit son.”’ 

The politicians of Indiana, recognizing the 
claims of Gen. Harrison by virtue of his po- 
litical prominence and his long party service, 
agreed that the complimentary vote of his 
State belonged to him. He was a “dark 
horse when the last convention met, in- 
spired with high hopes in case of a deadlock. 
He has not ceased to aspire to first or second 
place upon the ticket. It is probable that, if 
Judge Gresham had cared to make a fight, he 
could have brought trouble into the Harrison 
camp. He is dear to the people of Indiana, 
and if his friends had cared to say the word 
he could at least have divided the State with 
Harrison. But he made no sign. There was 
no interruption to the work of the political 
managers; and yet the convention which in- 
dorsed Mr. Harrison was stirred to its most 
marked outburst of enthusiasm by the men- 
tion of Gresham’s name. 

Still more remarkable is the case of IIIi- 
nois. It is almost without a parallel that one 
of the greatest States of the Union should 
pronounce in favor of a man who is not one 
of its own citizens, and who has made no bid 
and requested no support. Yet Illinois sends 
to the convention a delegation which is al- 
most solid for Gresham. 

In New York, the great deciding State, the 
State where, since the first mention of His- 
cock, only the names of Blaine and Depew 
have been heard, the Gresham movement has 
developed a most surprising strength. It is 
now almost a certainty that the delegation 
will contain, if not an actual majority of 
Gresham men, a majority with whom he is 
either first or second choice. : 

Nor is there any way of concealing the 
Gresham sentiment in the Northwest. He is 
in universal favor here, He is known as a 
man both strong and moderate. He has se- 
cured confidence by his political record. He 
is admired for the boldness of his decisions 
as aJdudge. In him are recognized the quali- 
ties that make a leader, as well as those 
which indicate fitness for the duties of a 
great executive office. And all of this feel- 
ing is more nearly spontaneous, to recur to 
@much-abused word, than the support for 
any other candidate now in the field. It can- 
not be denied either that Gresham is now in 
the tront row of candidates for the Presi- 
dency, or that he has won that place solely by 
the unsought expression of public opinion. 
He represents today perhaps more fully 
than any other candidate the free choice of 
the Republican masses; and he is the sort of 
man with whom the Republican party can 
win.

NO CONFIDENCE IN CLEVELAND, 


Civil-Service Reform Club of New 
York Is Indignant. 

New York, May 9.—[Special.]—In the re- 
port of the Committee on Political Keform of 
the Union League Club to be read at tomor- 
row night’s May meeting the subject of civil- 
service reform will be dwelt upon, and the 
course of the present Administration is 
handled, so to speak, without gloves. | 

The term civil-service reform,“ begins 
the report, “is no longer a mystical ex- 
pression. The people understand it and be- 
lieve it affords a rational and efficient means 
tor selecting the meritorious from the aspi- 
rants for public office, and that in the interest 
of good government it should supplant the 
old system by which public places were left 
to be divided as so many captured prizes by 
successful party leaders among the rank and 
file of their followers.” 

The removals since the last Presidential 
election are discussed at length and the pol- 
icy of President Cleveland in this respect 
loudly condemned. The New York Custom- 
House is taken up, in which regard the re- 
port says: The present condition of affairs 
at this the largest port of entry in the United 
States must seem most depressing. Itis a fact, 
and one which any average observer will de- 
tect, that the main concern of the custom- 
house has been and is now to preserve a 

rtisan service rather than to remove thd 
incompetent, and the appointments seem to 
have been made with that view.“ 

Some of President Cleveland’s appoint- 
ments are criticised, and after a general 
slap at the characters of numerous ap- 
pointees the report says: “The only time 
when the Democratic rty and President 
have practically fav the cause of civil- 
service reform was when the Republican 
party was in possession of the public offices 
and the Democratic party had no patronage 
or spoils to lose by the measure.“ 

The committee recommended for adoption: 
“That the progress made im this re- 
form at the close of the term 
of the last Republican President gave 
promise that the country would speedily 
realize the full beneficent results foretoid by 
the advocates of this reform; the cause 
of civil-service reform has met with a serious 
setback during the Administration of the 

resent executive; that the course of the 

resident has been radically inconsistent 
with the pledges which he gave before his 
election and in his inaugural address.” ‘ 

The final resolution is to the effect that 
the Republican party, at this critical hour 
for the cause of civil-service reform, should 
raily to its defense and insist upon its en- 
forcement.”’

insurance as collateral, and that he devoted 
the money raised just previous to his depart- 
ure to clearing the policy from incumbrance.

I told him I had but $400, 
and it was arranged that he should fill out 
eight shares in my name, each share being 
of the nominal value of $100, and deliver 
them to me the next day on receipt of the 
$400. At 11 o’clock Saturday morning; April 
W, I called at his office. The stock certifi- 
cates were „ and 1 went with Gen.

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A TRIBUTE TO THE DEAD. 


ROBERT INGERSOLL’S MATCHLESS EU- 
LOGY OF ROSCOE CONKLING. 


Hundreds of People Turned Away from the 
Doors of the Albany Opera-House—A 
Great Man’s Life Faithfally Portrayed by 
a Master Hand—The Western Orator’s 
Estimate of the Eastern Statesman’s 
Career and Worth. 


Atpany, N. L., May 9.—Thirty-five hun- 
dred persons in the Academy of Music in 
this city tonight listened to an oration by 
Col. Robert G. Ingersoll to the memory of 
Roscoe Conkling, and one-fourth as many 
more besieged the barred doors, while many 
climbed to the roof and peeped through the 
skylhghts. The ceremonies were under the 
auspices of the Senate and Assembly. Col. 
Ingersoll said: 

Roscoe Conkling, a great man, an orator, 

a statesman, a lawyer, a distinguished citi- 
zen of the Republic, in the zenith of his fame 
and power has reached his journey’s end; 
and we are met, here in the city of his birth, 
to pay our tribute to his worth and work. 
He earned and held a proud posiuon in the 
public thoughts. He stood for independence, 
for courage, and above all for absolute in- 
tegrity, and his name was known and hon- 
ored by many millions of his fellow-men. 
@ The literature of many lands is rich with 
the tributes that gratitude, admiration, and 
love have paid to the great and honored 
dead. These tributes disclose the character 
of nations, the ideals of the human race. In 
them we find the estimates of greatness—the 
deeds and lives that challenged praise and 
thrilled the hearts of men. 


In the presence of death the good man 


judges as he would be judged. He knows 
that men are only fragments, that the great- 
est walk in shadow, and that faults and 
failures mingle with the lives of all. In the 
grave should be buried the prejudices and 
passions born of conflict, Charity should 
hold the scales in which are weighed the 
deeds of men. Peculiarities, traits born 
of locality and surroundings, these 
are but the dust of the race. These are ac- 
cidents, drapery, clothes, fashions, that have 
nothing to do with the man except to hide 
his character. They are the clouds that 
cling to mountains. Time gives us clearer 
vision. That which was merely local fades 
away. The words of envy are forgotten, 
and all there is of sterling worth remains. 
He who was catied a partisan is a patriot. 
The revolutionist and the outlaw are the 
founders of nations, and he who was re- 
garded as a scheming, selfish politician be- 
comes a statesman, a — whose 
words and deeds shed light. i 

Fortunate is that nauon great enough to 
know the t. 
one who has nobly fought the battle of life, 
who has been faithful to every trust, and has 
uttered his highest, noblest thought, one who 
has stood proudly by the right in spite of jeer 
and taunt, neither stop by foe nor 
swerved by friend—in honoring him, in 
speaking words of praise and love above his 
dust, we pay a tribute to ourselves. How 
poor this world would be without its graves, 
without the memories of its mighty dead. 
Only the voiceless sbeak forever. 

invelligence, integrity, and courage are the 
great pi that support the State. Above 
all, the citizens of a free Nation should honor 
the brave and independent man—the man of 
stainless integrity, of will and inteliectual 
force. Such men are the Atlases on whose 
mighty shoulders rest the great fabric of the 
Republic. Flatterers, cringers, crawlers, 
time-servers are the dangerous citizens of a 
democracy. They who gain applause and 
power by pandering to the mistakes, the 
prejudices, and passions of the multitude are 
the enemies of liberty. When the intelli- 
gent submit to the clamor of the many 
anarchy begins, and the Republic reaches the 
edge of chaos. Mediocrity, touched with 
ambition, flatters the base and calumniates 
the great, while the true patriot, who will do 
neither, is often sacrificed. 

In a government of the people a leader 
should be ateacher; he should carry the 
torch of truth. Most people are the slaves 
of habit, foliowers of custom, believers in the 
wisdom of the past, and were it not for 
brave and splendid souls “‘the dust of an- 
tique time would lie unswept and mount- 
ainous error be too highly heaped for truth 
to over beer. Custom is a prison locked and 
barred by those who ey es were dust, the 
keys of which are in the ping of the dead. 
Nothing is grander than when a strong, 
intrepid man breaks the chains, levels the 
walls, and breasts the many-headed mob like 
some great cliff that meets the innumerable 
billows of the sea. 

The politician bastens to agree with the 
majority, insists that their vrejudice is 
patriotism, that their ignorance is wisdom; 
not that he loves them but because he loves 
himself. The statesman, the real reformer, 
points out the mistakes of the multitude, 
attacks the prejudices of his countrymen, 
laughs at their follies, denounces their cruel- 
ties, enlightens and enlarges their minds, 
and educates the conscience, not because he 
loves himself, but because he loves and 


serves the right and wishes to make his 


country great and free. With him defeat is 
but a spur to further effort.

truthful and the wise these men, these 
kneelers at the shrines of chance and fraud, 
these brazen idols worshiped once as gods, 
will be tne very food of scorn, while those 
who bore the burden of defeat, who earned 
and kept their self-respect, who would not 
bow to man or men for place or power, will 
wear upon their breasts the laurel mingied 
with the oak. 

HIS SUPERB COURAGE. 

Roscoe Conkling was a man of superb 
courage. He not only acted without fear, 
but he had that fortitude of soul that bears 
the consequences of the course pursued 
without complaint. He was charged with 
being proud. The charge was true. He was 
proud. His knees were as inflexible as the 
*“unwedgeable and gnarled oak,“ but he 
was not vain. Vanity rests on the 
opinion of others—pride on our own. The 
source of vanity is from without—of pride, 
from within. Vanity is a vane that turns, a 
willow that bends with every breeze; pride 
is the oak that defies the storm. One is 
cloud, the other rock. One is weakness, the 
other strength. 

This imperious man entered public life in the 
dawn of tne reformation, at the time when 
the country needed men of pride, of princi- 
ple, ana courage.. The institution of slavery 
had poisoned all the springs of power. Be- 
fore this crime ambition fell upon its knees— 
politicians, judges, clergymen, and merchant- 

rinces bowed low aud humbly with their 

ats in their hands. The real friend of man 
was denounced as the eremy of his country, 
the real enemy of the human race was calied 
a statesman ana a patriot. Slavery was a 
bond and pledge of peace, of union, of na- 
tional greatness.

Disasters in the field, reverses at the polls 
did not and could not shake his. courage or 
his faith, He knew the ghastly meaning of 
defeat. He knew that the great ship that 
slavery sought to strand and K was 
freighted with the world’s sublimest: hope.

HIS HONESTY. 

Roscoe Conkling was an absolutely honest 
man. Honesty is the oak around which all 
other virtues cling. Without that they fall, 
and, groveling, die in weeds and dust. He 
believed that a nation should discharge its 
eee, He knew that a promise could 
not be made often enough or emphatic enough 
to take the place of payment. e felt that 
the promise of the Government was the 
promise of every citizen-that a National 
obligation was a personal debt, and that no 
possible combination of words and pictures 
could take the place of coin. He uttered the 
splendid truth that The higher obligations 
among men are not set down in writing, 
signed and sealed, but reside in honor. 
He knew. that repudiation was the sacrifice 
of honor—the death of the National soul. He 
knew that without character, without integ- 
rity there 1s no wealth, and that below pov- 
erty, below bankruptcy is the rayless abyss 
of repudiation. He upheld the sacredness of 
contracts, of plighted National faith, and 
helped to save and keep the honor of his na- 
tive land. This adds another iaurel to his 
brow. 

He was the ideal representative, faithful 
and incorruptible. He believed that his con- 
stituents and his country were entitled to the 
fruit of his experience, to his best and high- 
est thought. No man ever heid the standard 
of responsibility higher than he. He vo 
according to his judgment, his cousci 
ee nc bargains—he neither bought nor 
sold. 

To correct evils, abolish abuses, and inau- 

rate reforms he believed was not only the 

uty but the privilege of a legistator. He 
neither sold nor mor himself. He was 
in Congress during the years of vast expen- 
‘diture, of war and waste, when the credit of 
the Nation was loaned to individuals, when 
claims were thick as leaves in June, when 

the amendment of a statute, the change of a 
single word, meant millions, and when em- 
pires were given to corporations. He stood 
at the summit of his power—peer 
of tne reatest—a leader tried and 
trusted. e had the tastes of a Prince, the 
fortune of a peasant, and yet he never 
swerved. No corporation was great enough 
or rich enough to purchase him. His vote 
could not be bought for all the sun sees, or 
the close earth wombs, or the profound seas 
hide.“ His hanu was never touched by any 
bribe and on his soul there never was a 
sordid stain. Poverty was his priceless 
crown. Above his marvelous intellectual 
gifts—above all place he ever reached—above 
the ermine he refused—rises his integrity 
like some great mountain peak, and there it 
stands, firm as the earth beneath, pure as 
the stars above. 

HIS ABILITY. 

He was a great lawyer. He understood 
the frame-work, the anatomy, the founda- 
tions of law; was familiar with the great 
streams and currents and tides of authority. 
He knew the history of legislation, the prin- 
ciples that have been settled upon the fields 
of war. He knew the maxims, those crystal- 
izatuons of common-sense, those hand-gre- 
nades of argument. He was not a case law- 
yer, a decision index, or an echo; 
was original, thoughtful, and profound. 
He had breadth and scope, re- 
source, learning, logic, and above all 
a sense of justice. He was painstaking and 
conscientious, anxious to know the facts, 
preparing for every attack, ready for every 
defense. He res only when the end was 
reached. During the contest he neither sent 
nor received a flag of truce. He was true to 
his clients—making their case his. Feeling 
responsibility he listened patiently to details, 
and to his industry there were only the 
limits of time and strength. He wes a stu- 
dent of the Constitution. He knew the 
boundaries of State and Federal jurisdiction, 
and no man was more familiar with those 
great decisions that are the peaks and prom- 
ontories, the headlands and the beacons 
of the law. 

He was an orator, earnest, logical, intense, 
and picturesque. He laid the foundation with 
care, with accuracy and skill, and rose by 
“cold gradation and well balanced form” 
from the corner-stone of statement to the 
domed conclusion. He filled the stage. He 
satisfied the eye; the audience was his. He 
had that indefinable thing called p nce, 
Tall, commanding, erect, amvie in ch, 
graceful in compliment, Titanic in derfuncia- 
uon, rich in illustration, prodigal of cgémpar- 
ison and es and his sentences, meas- 
ured and rhythmical, tell like music on the 
enraptured throng. 

He abhorred the Pharisee and loathed all 
conscientious fraud. He had a profound 
aversion for those who insist on putting base 
motives back of the good deeds of others. 
e knew his 


He wore no mask. 
His enemies knew him. 

He had no patience with pretense 

triotic reasons for unmanly acts. 
is work and bravely spoke his thougl 
Sensitive to the last degree, he kee! 
the blows and stabs of the envious: 
scure—of the smallest, of the weakest—but 
the greatest could not drive him from his 
convictions. He would notstoop to ask or 
give an explanation. He left his words and 
deeds to justify themselves. 

He held in light esteem a friend who heard 
with half-believing ears the slander of a toe. 
He walked a highway of his own, and ke 
the company of his self-respect. He would 


not turn aside to avoid a foe, to greet or gain 


a friend. 

In his nature there was no compromise. 
To him there were but two paths—the right 
and wrong. He was maligned, misrepre- 
sented, and misunderstood, but he would not 
answer. He knew that character speaks 
louder far than any words. He was as silent 
as hei s now, and his silence, better than any 
form of speech, refuted every charge.

You may not know that 
I am wholly out of politics, and ve no inten- 
tion ever by any act of mine to become a candi- 
date for any office.

Rest assured that no such thought will 
ever prevail to any wide extent.

BLAINE AND CONKLING, 


A Republican Talks of the Move That Was

Said a prominent Republican yesterday: 
„The statement telegraphed from Tennessee 
that a reconciliation between James G. Blaine 
and the late Roscoe Conkling would have 
been effected in the last Presidential cam- 
paign had it not been for the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Committee is doubtless 
in some respects correct. Itis not true that 
Mr. Blaine wrote a letter to Mr. Conkling 
asking his support, and that it was given to 
Walker Blaine, who suppressed it at the dic- 
tation of the Campaign Executive Commit- 
tee; but I am informed that negotiations 
which would have been successful were 
ignored by some of the prominent party 
leaders. The late Senator Chaffee was here 
on his way East after the Ohio election 
of four years ago, and Gen. Logan went 
to him atthe Grand Pacific Hotel. It had 
been suggested to Logan that Blaine and 
Conkling should be reconciled, and that he 
should urge Chaffee to conduct — Ae tia- 
tions, as he was on terms wit par- 
ties. Logan — my in exacting a pledge 
from Chaffee that he would do what he couid 
to bring the estranged leaders together, and 
he nearly succeeded. Blaine wanted 
Conkling’s support, but he was afraid to ask 
it lest the proud leader of the Empire State 
should snub him. He was willing to makeany 
amende honorable compatible with hisdignit 
as the Presidential nominee of his party; and, 
although some of the members of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Nauonal Committee 
were opposed to what they considered toady- 
ing to Conkling, yet the majority deemed it 
good politics to make any honorable conces- 
sion that would insure success. At the same 
time they, hke Mr. Blaine, feared that Conk- 
ling would publicly ignore them and repudi- 
ate their peace offerings; and it was to the 
great soldier, the ‘silent man,’ U. S. Grant, 
that Chaffee appealed at this stage. What 
Grant desired Conkling never failed to make 
haste to perform, and when he asked the im- 

rious ex-Senator if he would may, a 

laine if the latter or the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Committee asked him 
to he replied in the affirmative. Conklng 
desired to get back to his party, and he saw 
that the opportunity had been offered for 
him to do so honorably. Jerome B. Chaffee 
reported to the Executive Committee of the 
National Committee what Conkling had said, 
and there the negotiations terminated. Lo- 
gan waited to hear from the Executive Com- 
mittee, but he waited in vain, and Conkling 
resented the insult by giving Cleveland 
enough votes to elect him.’ 


STILL VOTING DOWN THE WOMEN. 


The Methodist Conference Will Not Allow 
the Church to Vote on the Question. 

New York, May 9.—The eighth day of the 
Twenty-fifth General Conference of the Meth- 
odist Church opened today with Bishop Mal- 
lalieu presiding. Numerous memorials were 
read. A Committee on American Bible Work, 
consisting of adelegate from each confer- 
ence, was appointed. 

Dr. Wilder of Illinois offered a resolution 
calling for a general election in 1890 to settle 
the question in regard to the admission of 
women as delegates. The motion was voted 
down. 

It was voted to exclude the Rev. John E. 
Rickards of Montana, who it was claimed 
came as a delegate to represent a conference 
to which he does not belong. The question 
of his admission was debated for over an 


hour. 
Bishop Walden was appointed to preside at 
the meeting of the mmittee on Bound- 


aries. 

The Rev. Dr. Gray of Williamsport, Pa., 
offered a resolution providing that the Bish- 
ops shall be appointed to contiguous districts 
rather than to be sent, as now, to different 
parts of the country. After considerable 
discussion the resolution was referred to a 
special committee to consider.

A Town That Will Be {Injured by Iowa's 
New Freight Rate. 

WaTERLOO, Ia., May 9.—[Special.]—Orders 
have been received by the Chicago, St. Paul 
& Kansas City Railroad agents in this city 
that after midnight tonight no tickets to 
points on that line in Iowa shall be sold at 
less than three cents per mile, and that the 
sale of tickets to points on other lines in the 
State must be discontinued until further no- 
tice.

WHAT BLAINE'S FOOL, FRIENDS ARE vo. 


Speaking as a journal that had supported 
Blaine with hearty enthusiasm and fully ex- 
pected up to the time he withdrew his name 
to advocate his renomination and enter 
another Presidential canvass under his lead- 
ership, Toe Caicaco Trisune does not hes- 
itate to say that his nomination now, after 
his withdrawal and in the consequent widely 
changed political situation, would be an ap- 
palling blunder almost certain to end in Re- 
publican disaster. 
The position of Tun Trisune is identical 
witb that of the great majority of Republic- 
ans in IIlinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Michigan, Indiana, and Ohio. In all these 
States Mr. Blaine had a host of supporters. 
All these great Republican Commonwealths 
would have declared for Biaine as first 
choice had he indicated a desire for a 
nomination or so much as given consent by 
silence. Even Ohio, committed through the 
machine to Sherman, was at heart an enthu- 
siastac Blaine State. Up to the time of writ- 
ing the Florence letter, in which he declined 
absolutely to be a candidate, Mr. Blaine was 
still the formal leader of the Republican par- 
ty, and it required an affirmative act of with- 
drawal to remove him from his place as the 
favorit candidate. This act he performed. 
Addressing himself formally to Chairman 
Jones of the National Committee, the official 
head of the Republican organization, Mr. 
Blaine stated his determination to retire and 
fete . field to others. The language he 
positive and strong, and after giv- 
ing sound, judicious reasons for his 
course he congratulated the party on 
the promise of success under another 
leader, without intimating, however, that 
he favored the selection of any particu- 
lar person or desired to appoint a residuary 
legatee, In less formal but equally authentic 
utterances Mr. Blaine declared he would 
not make the slightest suggestions in any 
way, lest it should be said he was “‘desirous 
of continuing to gain power in politics 
through indirect means”; and, as an all- 
sufficient reason for refusing to favor any 
one candidate, he said: It would certainly 
impuga the good faith of my withdrawal.” 
Under the circumstances there was noth- 
ing left for Mr. Blaine’s friends to do but ac- 
cept his withdrawal in good faith and act ac- 
cordingly. This was done. Iowa, which 
had been solid for Blaine every time 
he had been a candidate, accepted 
the Florence letter for what it said 
and proceeded to present Allison as a 
candidate. The Blaine men in Onio aban- 
doned every effort to select or pledge dele- 
gates in the interest of their favorit and per- 
mitted the State to be made solid for Sher- 
man. Likewise, Indiana pronounced formal- 
ly for Harrison, with an understanding that 
in case Gresham met with greater outside 
favor the vote of the delegation should be 
changed for him. In IIlinois, where Blaine 
always has been and is now regarded with 
admiration, his declination was accepted as 
final, and accordingly in the great Repub- 
lican convention at Springfield his name was 
not mentioned as a possible candidate, but 
the voice of the State pronounced unani- 
mously for Judge Gresham. 
in like spirit Wisconsin has declared for 
Rusk and Michigan tor Alger. All through 
the great Republican States of the West 
where Blaine had been so strong his friends 
accepted his declarations as final and pre- 
pared to enter the Presidential contest with 
the fiela radically changed and the actors 
recast by Mr. Blaine’s own voluntary act. 
Candidates who would have remained un- 
named had Blaine continued in the field were 
brought out, new arrangements were made, 
and influential journals and politicians com- 
mitted themselves unreservediy to other 
candidates. The party accepted the changed 
situation as Mr. Blaine made it, and advan- 
tage cannot now be taken of the number of 
candidates and dispersion of interests to 
bring him again to the front and bow! out 
the field without every indication of de- 
liberate tri or treachery on the part of 
those who may attempt to use Mr. Blaine for 
such a purpose. 
If the candidates who entered the field on 
the score of Mr. Blaine’s withdrawal are to 
be laughed at for gullibility, ana the original 
Blaine men who transferred their support: to 
other candidates are to be ranked as the un- 
sophisticated dupes of a confidence scheme, 
the resulting ill-feeling in the party cannot 
fail to be disastrous. It is simply impossible 
to believe that Mr. Blaine can be a party to 
any such scheme, or that he would desire 
leadership under circumstances that must 
make many elements indispensable to suc- 
cess feel that they had been hoodwinked,

THE ADMINISTRATION'S OFFENSIVE PAR- 


The Buffalo (N. F.) News, which has been 
a Cieveland newspaper, though now some 
what disgusted with the manner in which 
the great reformer is carrying himself, says; 
“Never in the history of the country have 
Federal officials been so actively engaged in 
carrying caucuses as they have been during 
this endeayor to force all Hill men off the 
State committee. After the convention 
President Cleveland will probably issue an- 
other ‘pernicious activity’ order.“ 

This outburst of pernicious criticism from 
a Democratic newspaper has been occasioned 
by the flagrantly audacious manner in which 
the Federal machine is used to kill off the 
Hill men in New York and fill their places 
with true-blue Cleveland men. Gov. Hill 
has been reckléss enough to claim a share in 
the control of State politics and, in order to 
establish it beyond any question, divided the 
State committee equally between nis friends 
and those of the President. Although there 
is no question of Cleyeland’s renomina- 
tion and Hill’s candicacy was only a 
flash in the pan, the Administration at 
once determined to squelch all the Hill 
men on the committee and give it sol- 
idly to Cleveland, so that hereafter it 
shall work in harmony with the machine. 
To this end the Hill newspapers, among them 
the Albany Times, have been choked off from 
ali State and municipal patronage by order 
of the President to his local managers. Then 
work was begun upon the Governor’s friends 
on the committee. The machine nas been 
set vigorously to work, Federal officeholders 
all over the State having received their in- 
structions to run the caucuses, manipulate 
the combinations, fix up the committees, and 
seize entire control of affairs, so that here- 
after the New York Democracy shall be run 
entirely from Washington. The Utica Herald 
says: 

The changes will be all from Hill to Cleveland, 
Not a committeeman satisfactory to the Federal 
machine will be disturbed, ana if one wishes to 
retire he will be permitted to name a good Cleve- 
land man to succeed him. The new State com- 
mittee will never be tied on a vote between the 
Governor and the President. It will contain 80 
few Hill men that it is feared they will be lone- 
some. It will illustrate the greater power of the 
Feueral machine in contest with any State lead- 
ership or ambition. And, as though it were not 
enough to exhibit Mr. Hill tothe country shorn 
of power for disturbance, it is intimated that it 
may be determined by the Olevelandites to deny 
him a renomination. At any rate the Lam-a- 
Democrat” Governor is to be so shaken up, hu- 
miliated, and frightened that it will be long be- 
fore he will venture to parade where Mr. Cleve- 
land is sunning himself. By way of making a 


further spectacle of him he may be sent to St. 
Louis to carry a sealed vote for Cleveland. 


All of this means that the President has 
gone actively into practical politics and has 
determined to give Hill and his friends a les- 
son in it and a realizing conviction of the 
strength of a Federal as compared with a 
merely iocal State machine. Having tram- 
pled all his pledges under foot and kicked 
over his great moral scheme of civil-service 
reform, he apparently intends to let his party 
know that he is an out-and-outer and to carry 
partisanship to its most offensive extreme. 
Certain of his renomination, the entire army 
of officeholders is now dragooned into serv- 
ice to aid in his reélection. Should that ca- 
lamity happen it will not of necessity, the 
mischief having been done, prevent him from 
issuing several more of his highly moral pro- 
nunciamentos for the benefit of his mug- 
wump friends, whose capacity for delusion 
of this sort seems to be illimitable. 


THE BOODLERS MUST GO TO JOLIET. 
As every intelligent man who followed the 
proceedings in the county boodle cases ex- 
pected, and as every disinterested law-abid- 
ing citizen hoped, the Supreme Court of Lili- 
nois has affirmed the judgments of the Crimi- 
nal Court of Cook County and the Appellate 
Court of this district. Van Pelt, Varnell, 
Wasserman, Leyden, and Ochs will have 
to join their old associates in fraud and 
public crime at the State Penitentiary. 
There is no further appeal. The con- 
victed public rascals win have to take 
their punishment. There will not be a 
solitary expression of public sympathy 
with any of them. The unanimous verdict 
will be that they deserve even a greater 
punishment than that decreed against them. 
Had they submitted to their sentence in the 
first place the public might be disposed to 
think more kindly of them. They were not 
content, however, with a fair trial by a fairly 
selected jury of honest men. Not venturing 
to deny their guilt or the enormity of their 
crimes against the people, they tried to take 
advantage of the technicalities of the law 
and of every, opportunity of delay to 
escape the penalty of their offenses, In 
this way they put the county which 
they had systematically robbed for years to 
enormous expense, and wasted the time of 
the courts and of the prosecuting attorne, s. 
They only succeeded in adding to the term 
of imprisonment set forth in the verdict nine 
additional months of solitary confinement in 
a bad-smelling jail cell, during which they 
wasted their substance in gorging themselves 
with dainty dishes from a neighboring hotel 
and in paying large fees to lawyers. The de- 
cision of the Supreme Court yesterday seems 
to have in it an element of poetic justice. 
There was a general feeling when the bood- 
lers were convicted last August that the pun- 
ishment decreéd by the jury was inadequate 
—that the term of imprisonment was not 
long enough. The boodlers voluntarily added 
nine months to it. That makes it more agree- 
able to the public judgment. 
Tus Trisuns, which always has been the 
candid friend of the unfortunate convicts, 
advised them last August to accept their 
sentence gracefully and to enter at once on 
the expiation of their offenses. This candid 
and friendly advice was disregarded, as was 
Tux TRIBUNE’s previous advice to them to be 
honest and faithful to the peopie who elected 
them. Farmer McClaughry, the least guilty 
of the lot, alone took Tun Tripune’s advice 
and has now spent more than half the actual 
time of his sentence at Joliet. Dan Wren 
followed McClaughry’s example tardily and 
will be out atleast three months before his 
tellow-conspirators. The Governor may take 
the action of both the men named as an indi- 
cation of repentance and an inclination to do 
better. The fellows who held out to the last 
deserve no mercy and need not expect any. 
After all, the lawyers for the boodlers 
acted well for the public interests, whatever 
may have been theirintention. The court of 
last resort in the State by this decision has 
established beyond dispute several important 
questions of criminal law the certain appli- 
cation of which will be of great public ad- 
vantage in future trials. The most impor- 
tant of these is that, though there may be 
technica] errors in the trial of criminal cases, 
yet if these errors are not so material as to 
affect the weight of the testimony they 
must be regarded as insufficient to warrant 
a reversal. In thus holding Chief-Justice 
Sheldon, who delivered the decision in the 
boodle case, only followed the lines laid down 
by Judge Magruder in the Anarenist decis- 
ion. The court in the boodle case had no 
doubt of the guilt of the convicted parties. 
“The appalling spectacle of official corrup- 
tion which the evidence presented,“ says the 
decision, could not but have aroused and 
evoked expressions of indignant feeling.“ 
This in itself, it says, will excuse to some 
extent the intemperate language of the

The decision will be hailed with hearty 
satisfaction as a vindication of the law and 
as laying down important principles of jus- 
tice and legal practice which cannot but tend 
to the prevention of official corrupon and 
the promotion of public justice and public 
honesty. 


THE MAYOR'S RULING ON THE SALOON 
ORDINANCE. 

Some of the clergymen who attended the 
Council meeting Monday evening to urge the 
passage of the Hamline saloon ordinance are 
reported in interviews in papers hostile to the 
present City Administration as criticising 
Mayor Roche severely for his ruling on Ald. 
Manierre's foolish and absurd point of order 
not to receive the votes of the saloonkeeping 
Aldermen on the question. 

These critical gentlemen do not under- 
stand the question apparently. Mr. Manierre 
asked that the votes should not be received 
on the ground that the Aldermen offer- 
ing them are saloonkeepers. The ordi- 
nance under consideration only affected 
saloonkeepers carrying on the trale 
in the vicinity of churches or schools. 
The part of the ordinance referring to resi- 
dence districts is prospective and does not 
apply at any time to saloons already estab- 
lished. The portion referring to places in 
the vicinity of schools and churches is of 
future application. Ald. Manierre did not 
attempt to show that any of the six saloon- 
keepers to whose votes he objected would be 
affected in the least by the ordinance, either 
now ax at any time in the future. He was 
asked for information on that question. by 
several of his colleagues. He refused the in- 
formation, or had none to give. The Mayor 
asked for information on the subject and 
none was forthcoming. As a matter of fact, 
not one of the Aldermen would be affected by 
the ordinance. Under the circumstances the 
Mayor had nothing te do but ruie out 
Manierre’s point of order. To decide it well 
taken would have been an unlawful usurpa- 
tion. The Mayor was perfectly right. He 


+ woulda have subjected himself to legal penal- 


ties if he had done what Ald, Manierre 
wanted himtodo. He has no authority to 
disfranchise a constituency on a mere point 
of orler. The strictest Prohibitionist in 


America—St. John, or Deacon Hobbs, or é 


Neal Dow—could not have ruled otherwise 
than did the Mayor. Had Ald. Manierre 
been im the chair he would not have ventured 
to rule out the votes of the saloonkeeping 
Aldermen on the question. Even if the votes 
of these six Aldermen were ruled out the 
ordinance would have been defeated by a 
vote of 24 to 17. 

Ald, Manierre’s point has been raised fre- 
quentl in the Council The decisions have 
all been the same as that of Mayor Roche. 
Even on the question of fixing the 
amount of the license tax and the 
times of payment, in which § the 
saloonkeeping Aldermen certainly are inter- 


ested, every presiding officer of the Council | 


has decided against the exclusion of their 
(the saloonkeeping Aldermen’s) votes. The 
rule on which Ald. Manierre rehed Monday 
refers to eases of individual, personal inter- 
est, and not to matters of general legislation 
like that under consideration. This has been 
established by a hundred precedents, The 
Mayor's ruling, it may be added, was sus- 
tained by all the best parliamentarians of the 
Council, including such veterans as Dixon, 
Clarke, Wetherell, and Campbell, who sup- 
ported heartily the ordinance under consid- 
eration. Mr. Manierre’s point of order was 
not deemed well taken by any other member 
of the Council than Manierre himself. 

The adverse criticism of the Mayor for his 
action in this matteris most unjust and un- 
deserved. The remarks attributed to the 
clergymen are being used by mugwump and 
Democratic organs as the basis of an attack 
on the City Administration. An effort is be- 
ing made to hold the Mayor responsible for 
the action of the Democratic members of the 
Council and their weak-kneed alieged Re- 
publican allies. Surely the Mayor is not re- 
sponsible for the manner of men the people 
of the wards send to represent them in the 
Council, The people can elect saloonkeepers 
as Aldermen. The Mayor has no authority 
to disfranchise them by ruling out the Alder- 
men’s votes. 


A NEW STREET-CAR IDEA. 

Once again the West is leading the world in 
the combination of science and refinement— 
a combination which has supplied the latest 
needs of advancing civilization. In Omaha 
there is a device which sets forth instantane- 
ously the name of every street crossed and of 
every public building of note in the ne:ghbor- 
hood as the vehicle winds its dizzy way 
around corners and up the sides of real-estate 
planes whose values it has been the chief 
glory of Omahaian bards and brokers to cele- 
brate. The device is automatic, and was at 
first supposed to be another real-estate ad- 
vertising dodge. But it works to a charm. 
It saves the patience, the voices, and the 
time of the passengers. They have only to 
watch the automatic bulletin-board at the 
head of the car to know exactly where they 
are and where they are going to be. 

This device involves considerable revolu- 
tion in street-car etiquet. Itis related of a 
well-known Western aristocrat that he stood 
once on a corner and amazed the passers-by 
with an aimost incredible anecdote. He said: 
“We have been having such a lark, Basil 
and I. [This with an unrestrained but shy 
air of confession.] We have had a ride on a 
horse-car!” The great mass of plebeians 
who take this sort of lark several times every 
day will find their experience affected seri- 
ously in some ways by the new device. It 
has been hitherto a regular part of the 
lark to get occasionally into the wrong 
car and not discover one’s error until many 
squares have been ridden and a nickel or two 
wasted. It has been a most satisfactory part 
of the lark to have a deep-voiced basso, with 
a big nickel bell-box suspended from his 
neck like the great key worn by the Lord 
Mayor df London, swing open the rear door, 
cry out M-m-n-n-r-r-p-pr-r,”’ and shut the 
door with a screech and a bang, persuaded 
that he had informed the passengers of the 
name of the highway they were crossing. 
The solemnity of the procedure, intensified 
by the elocution and all enveloped in unfath- 
omable mystery, has been so essential an in- 
cident of street-car larking that it will be 
given up with great regret. 

Another exhilarating feature of the lark 
has been the frequent visits of the ola lady 
with many small bundles to the rear door to 
ask the conductor if she were near her place 
to get out. She always loses the bundles, 
one by one, between the door and her seat; 
and the discipline of picking them up and 
restoring them to the proprietor, who seems 
perplexed invariably as to where they have 
been and is suspicious of those who replace 
them, will be lost after the new device is in- 
troduced into horse-cars and cable-cars. No 
doubt the device will be adopted by ail prop- 
erly managed street-car lines; and its simple 
and efficacious machinery is only in the in- 
fancy of development. There ia a trip at each 
crossing on the tracks. There is a rod de- 
scending from the box inside the car. The 
moment the rod touches the trip one street- 
name board is drawn into a slide and another 
takes its place. It is obvious that many addi- 


tional things may be delegated easily to the 


automaton. 


By an automatic spring the moment ® pas | 
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will slip into his open his purse, take 
out a nickel, and send it gliding down a lane 
into the cash-box, where it will automatically 
register itself; and this will be proof against 
brothers-in-law. By the codperation of a 
cog of courtesy the moment a gentleman 
arises to give his seat to a lady she will be 
moved to say Thank you!“ so bewitchingly 
that he will be ready to fall on his knees be- 
fore her in ecstasy of astonishment; and by 
still another combination of an automatic 
conscience with an automatic, inflexible ex- 
peller the lady who fails instantly to comply 
with the impulse of the cog of courtesy will 
be lifted from the seat and deposited on the 
sidewalk. Another automaton will seize 
bundles, umbrellas, canes, and parasols and 
keep them in safe custody outside the car, 
delivering each to ita owner as she or he 
alights. The tripping over bundles, canes, 
and umbrellas has been hitherto an exhilarat- 
ing incident in the street-car lark. But it 
can be dispensed with even if scraped epi- 
dermis and Scriptural phrases be less in de- 
mand in consequence. By an ingenius cor- 
relation of forces, to achieve which ex- 
hausted for a long period the combined 
oxperience and the massed mechanical in- 
genuity of inventors, the moment a lady 
spreads herself out over three seats while 
two washerwomen are vainly trying to find 
one seat each her draperies will be seized re- 
lentlesly and crushed into the smallest con- 
ceivable space, keeping her in a state of close 
reef'during the entire ride precisely as if 
she were a belated bark in a simoom. 

These are some of the advantages of the 
new street-car automaton. These are chiefly 
for the benefit of the passengers, For the 
conductors there are other advantages. As 
already announced in Tue Tais, the 
West Side Passenger Company, in conformity 
with the nice notions which Austin Doyle 
manifested when Chief of Police, soon will 
require all its conductors to wear full even- 
ing dress from 5 in the morning until they 
reach the barns the following morning. 
This order was issued in anticipation of the 
automatic device for collecting fares and dis- 
closing the names of streets. Under the new 
automatic code the conductors will have 
nothing to do except to watch the frenzy of 
foolish people trying in vain to stop the car 
at the middle of the block, or to attract the 
driver’s attention at crossings. If this will 
not take up all their time without soiling 
their toilet, the conductors can distribute 
cigars on the rear platform and discuss 
Browning and Dante with gentlemanly 
phenomena who diversify the study of those 
authors with noting pork and corn margins 
in off hours, 

The possibilities of the new idea in street- 
cars are only beginuing to be perceived. 


MASSACHUSETTS proposes a new plan for 
the regulation of the liquor traffic. The 
Legislature of that State has just passed 
what is known as the License Limitation 
bill, which now awaits the Governor’s signa- 
ture to become law. It proposes to limit the 
num ber of licenses to be issued in Boston to 
one for every 500 inhabitants, and in other 
parts of the State the number will be limited 
to one in every 1,000. The law would cut 
down the number of saloonsin Boston from 
1,700 to less than 800. In the other towns of 
the State the reduction in the number of 
licensed drinking-places would be even 
in greater proportion. One consequence 
of the law will be to increase the license-fee 
considerably. Itis probable that in some 
places the licenses will be trebled and quad- 
rupjed in order to prevent the appearance of 
favoritism on the part of the municipal au- 
thofities towards individual saloonkeepers. 
Tnis increase will force out of the business 
thé cheap fellows who would make Alder- 
manic life a burden if present rates were 
maintained. It may be that in some cases 
the license will be disposed of to the highest 
bidders, who are otherwise qualified under 
the law. In this way we may be able to got 
at a fair estimate of the value of licenses and 
a proper standard for high license in other 
States than Massachusetts.

LATE English news is to the effect that In- 
dian corn is rising in price in the United 
Kingdom under an extraordinary demand, 
which is stimulated directiy by the belief 
that the supply is much smaller than that of 
a year ago. Not only are stocks in the United 
States down to a low point, but those in the 
Danubian Valley and the region of the River 
Plate are said to be nearly exhausted. Our 
exports of corn for the last ten months only 
aggregated about 18,000,000 bushels, the 
paucity of the movement being due in 
large part to the fact that prices here 
were considerably above the average. But 
it would seem that English buyers may now 
show themselves more anxious, even if they 
have to bid up for the property. In this 
connection it may be of interest to note that 
just about 40 per cent of the entire visibie 
supply in this country was afloat in the Chi- 
cago harbor a week ago, and has since de- 
parted to be scattered all over the Eastern 
States and sent to Western Europe. The 
total quantity left over in the hands of farm- 
ers as well as merchants was estimated to be 
only about 500,000,000 bushels two months 
ago, or barely one-third of the crop left to 
supply the consumption of two-thirds of the 
crop year. The cold weather since then 
must have caused a large inroad into that 
slender stock, and the result may be that be- 
fore next harvest there will be none to spare 
to supply the needs of English consumers,

Zeph Davis Will Undoubtedly Hang Satur- 
day—Efforts in His Behalf. 

SPRINGFIELD, l., May 9.—[Special.|—Mrs. 
Davis, the mother of Zeph Davis, now under 
capital sentence at Chicago, saw Gov. Ogles- 
by today and appealed to him for thirty 
days’ respitin her son’s case. She was ac- 
companied by the Rev. T. W. Henderson, 
— — of Quinn Chapel, Chicago. They 

rought a letter from Judge Hawes, before 
whom young Davis was tried. In the letter 
Judge Hawes states that he has been asked 
to recommend arespit for the prisoner, and 
that he sees no objection to granting it. He 
makes no special recommendation, however, 
in that respect or any other. State’s-Attor- 
ney Longenecker has written his iadorsement 
on this letter. There is a letter also from 
John J. Arney, Davis’ attorney. Mr. Hen- 
derson made his plea to the Governor solely 
on the ground of the boy’s spiritual condi- 
tion, without attempting to excuse or pal- 
liate his offense. Mrs. Davis pleaded both 
for respit and commutation. She returned 
and saw the Governor again, but ieft for 
home tonight without any assurance that he 
would interfere. In fact Mr. Henderson said 
he inferred there would be no Executive ac- 
tion in the matter. 


Four coloréd women visited the jail yester- 
day and sang and prayed tor fully half an 
hour in the cage in front of the cell of Davis 
the colored murderer who was sentence 
to be hanged Saturday next. His mother 
was in Springfield yesterday and made appli- 
cation for a stay of thirty days, in order to 
give the condemned man an opportunity to 
make his peace with Heaven. The applica- 
tion was indorsed by Judge Hawes and 
Longenecker. Davis’ visitors yesterday each 
appealed to him iu turn. To the other pris- 
oners this uncommon proceeding was a break 
in the monotony of jail life, and many of 
them listened to the exhortation with 
marked respect. The women are friends of 
the condemned man’s mother and are mem- 
bers of tite Rev. Mr. Henderson’s church, 
Davis appeared to be unmoved by their sup 
plications.

4 Motion to Reconsider It for Amendment 
to Be Discussed Today—The Interna- 
tional Copyright Bill Gets Through the 
Same Body—Settling the Membership of 
the Cobden Club—A Successor to Ewing 
Appointed—General Washington News.

The first section declares forfeited 
United States ali lands heretofore granted to 
any State or to any corporation to aid in the con- 
struction of a raiiroad opposit to and coterminous 
with the portion of any such railroad not now 
completed and in operation, for the construction 
or benefit of which iands have heretofore been 
granted; and all such lands are declared to be 
a part of the public

The second section authorizes persons in pos- 
session ot any of such lanas (prior to Jan. 1, 1888) 
to purchase them (within two years) from the 
United States in quantities not exceeding 320 
acres at the rate of $2.50 peracre. The section 
is not to apply to lands in Iowa on which an 
person has made a preémption or — 
settlement. 

The third section refers to lands of the North- 
ern Pacific Rajlroad Company. heretofore for- 
feited, and er persons in possession of them 
(prior to July 1, 1885) the like right and confirms 
to the City of Portland. Ore., rights of way and 
riparian rights for a water-pipe line. 

o tourth section reserves the right to forfeit 
other railroad grant lanos for any failure past or 
future to comply with stipulated conditions; and 
also provides that the act shall not be construed 
to prejudice any right of the Portage Lake Canal 
Company or the Ontonagon & Brule River Rail- 
road Company, or any person claiming under 
them, to appiy hereafter to the courts or to Con- 
gress for any legal or equitable relief to which 
they may be now entitled. 

The fiith sectuon exempts from operation of 
the acts the grant to the State of Mississippi for 
the Gulf & ip Island Railway, and the grant 
to the State of Alabama for a railway from the 
Tennessee River at Gunter's Landing to the 
Coosa River at Gadsden. 

The sixth section fixes the price of the even- 
numbered sections of land within the limits of 
all forfeited land grants at $1.20 an acre. 

The seventh section re s certain sections of 
the land-grant acts for Minnesota and Iowa so 
far as they require the Secretary of the Interior 
to reserve any lands but the odd sections within 
the primary or six-miles granted limits. 

The last section refers especially to the lands 
ef the Po Lake Canal Company in 
these words: That in all cases when any of 
the lands forfeited by the first section of this act, 
or when any lands relinquished to or for any 
cause reserved by the United States from grants 
for railroad purposes heretofore made to the 
State of Michigan, have heretofore been dis- 
— of by the proper officers of the United 

tates under color of the public land laws, or 
under State selections in Michigun, and con- 
firmed by the Secretary of the _Interior, where 
the consideration received therefor is still re- 
tained by the Government, the right and title of 
all persons holding or claiming under such dis- 
posals shall be and is hereby confirmed; 
vided, however, that where the 
cash | are the present owners act 
shall Operative to confirm the title only of 
such said cash purchasers as the Secretary of 
the Interior shall be satisfied have purcbased 
witbout fraud and in the belief that they were 
thereby obtaining valid title from the United 
States. Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to confirm any sales or entries of lands 
upon which there were bona fide preémption or 
homestead claims of Jan. 18, 1688, urising or as- 
serted undercolor of the laws of the United 
States, and all such preémption and homestead 
claims are hereby confirmed.

Allthrough the long afternoon, wearing a 
hot, rusty helmet with rabbit skin ear-tabs, 
he had toiled on, when suddenly a majority 
of the Roman voters climbed over the fence 
and asked him to become dictator in place of

Putting on his and buckling an old 
hame-strap around his loms he said: Gen- 
tlemen, if you will wait till I go to the house 
and get some vaseline on my limbs I will do 
your dictating for you as low as you have 
ever had itdone.”

As 1 remain till 
the play is over, any one can see that I am a 
very robust man. After I get home I write 
two or three thousand words in my diary. I 
then insert myself into the bosom of my 
piano and sleep, having first removed my 
clothes and ironed my trousers for future 
reference. 

In closing, let me urge one and all to re- 
newed effort. The prospects for a speedy 
and unqualified victory at the were 
never more ruseate. t us ect a man 
upon whom we can all unite, a man who has 
no venom in him, a man who has successfully 
defied ana trampled on the infamous Inter- 
State Commerce act, a man who, though in 
the full flush and pride and bloom and fiuff 
of Ute's meridian, still disdains to present 
his name to the convention.

FALLING OFF -IN THE EARNINGS OF 
THE BURLINGTON ROAD, 


A Large Decrease Compared with the Pre- 
ceding Year—The One Per Cent Divi- 
dend—Peoria Rates.to Be Kept Up— 
Division of Rates Between Eastern and 
Western Points—The Dressed Beef 
Rate—The Monon and the Pan-Handle. 


The financial exhibit of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad Company tor the 
month of March, 1888, is a most discouraging 
one. Owing to the engineers’ and switch- 
men’s strike, which was in full blast during 
the month, alarge decrease in earnings was 
expected, but the decrease is larger than was 
anticipated. The company made no net earn- 
ings whatever, but had a deficit of $146,415. 
At the same time the operating expenses de- 
creased only $21,513. The following statement 
shows the earnings and expenses of the 
company for the month of March, 1888, and 
the three months ending March 31, 1888, as 
compared with the corresponding periods in

This shows a decrease in net earnings since 
Jan. 1 of nearly $8,000,000. Although the 
company did much better in April than in 
March, yet it is expected that the April earn- 
ings will show a decrease of at least $750,000. 
In spite of this poor showing the directors 
of the company at a meeting in Boston a day 
or two ago declared a quarterly dividend of 
1 per cent, the regular dividend heretofore 
having been 2 per cent per quarter. No one 
expected that, under the circumstances, the 
directors would declare a dividena for the 
last quarter. Had they passed it this time 
and given promise that as soon as possi 
the payment of regular dividends would be 
resumed, the effect would have been more 
beneficial. The reduction of the dividend to 
one-half of what it had been formerly, in- 
stead of passing it over and yo pag tn the 
money towards the payment of a full divi- 
dend the next quarter, created the impression 
in financial circles that the company would 
not pay more than 4 per cent per annum for 
some time. The result was that Burlington 
stock upon the announcement of the 
tors’ action dropped at once from 119 to 116, 


Peoria Rates to Be Maintained. 

The Peoria Committee of the Central 
Traffic Association at its meeting in this city 
unanimously adopted the following resolu- 
tions:

over forty-eight hours. We further agree that we 
will not sanction nor participate in any manner 
whatever in any irregularity as to rates or 
divisions thereof on connecting-line traffic.

Division of Rates. 

Pursuant to a vote of all Eastern roads in- 
terested it has been agreed that the percent- 
ages between Mississippi River points and 
the Western termini of the trunk lines as 
shown in joint rate circular No. 4, effective 
Feb. 1, 1885, be reaffirmed and strictly ob- 
served with the following rules: 

That rates from Mississippi River points to 
the trunk line termini shall be based upon 
the Boston rule of the Central Traffic Associ- 
ation and shall apply on ali business originat- 
ing at and bilied from those points. The 
lines east of Chicago and the other junction 
points are to charge their proportions of the 
full published tariff rates on all traffic billed 
from points op both the east and west banks 
of the Mississippi River without allowance 
for excess rates obtained over the basis, 
Whenever the basis is advanced by the West- 
ern lines they shall receive their regular per- 
centage of the advance. For instance: If 
the basis from East Clinton, being 115, is 
advanced to 120, the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern would receive 35 per cent of we rate in- 
stead of 31. If advanced to 122 per cent, or 
more, that company would receive 37 per 
cent, it being understood that the maximum 
percentage to be allowed is that which ac- 
crues from traffic from East Keokuk. All 
intermediate shorter-haul traffic to be 
charged at not more than the through rates 
established to and from points next beyond. 
The rates so based and the foregoing divis- 
ions thereof to be allowed only on business 
legitimately originating at the Mississippi 
River. They are not applicable to traffic to 
and from any points west of the Mississippi 
River for rebilling at that river, excepting in 
cases where bona-fide original consignments 
thereto are reshipped therefrom in the due 
course of business, and when the property is 
transferred at that river from one compan 
to another. These rates and divisions sh 
not be used to bill to the Western termini of 
the trunk lines any traffic consigned to points 
east thereof to which authorized rates and 
divisions are in effect. Thesamedivisions of 
rates shall apply west as east-bound. The 
west-bound rates need not necessarily be the 
same as east-bound, but such as may be from 
time to time agreed to. 


Dressed- Beef Rates. 

Rumors were current that at the meeting 
of the trunk-line Presidents in New York to- 
day a proposition will be made to aunul the 
agreement whereby the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk is allowed a differential of 20 cents 
per 100 pounds on dressed beef to Boston via 
Montreal and 10 cents to New York via 
Niagara Falis and the Erie. The Chicago & 
Grand Trunk, it is stated, has recovered the 
dressed-beef business it claimed to have lost, 
and is now said to be carrying about 50 per 
cent of the total shipments. The business of 
the other lines has correspondingly de- 
creased, but aside from this they are much 
annoyed by the complaints of shippers 
who claim that it is contrary to nter- 
State law to charge 20-per cent higher 
rates by the direct lines than by the i 
ones. The Chicago & Grand Trunk is to be 
asked to submit to a more reasonable differ - 
ential via Montreal to Boston and to restore 
its New York rates to tariff. It n refuses to 
do this it is understood the rates by ali lines 
will be reduced to the same as is charged by 
the Grand Trunk—45 cents to Boston and 56 
cents to New York.
